Umú on nvittfcrü of great public concernment 
to tboae of a co ordinata De||»rtment, vyitb- 
out requeDtmg that Depart m ^ t seriouály to 
re-examino the subject of their dííTerence.— 
T h o exercis« offlonie independence ofjudg* 
mcnt in regard to all acto of legiüiation, is 
plainly implied in the Fenponeibiiity of appro- 
ving tbeui. 
At all times a duty—it becumes 
a 
peculiarly solemn and imperative 
one, 
when the subjects passed upon by Congress 
happen to involve aá m the present io:iiauce, 
the diobt momentous issues, to afitfct vari- 
ously the various parts of a great 
country, 
and to have given ri^e in all quarters to such 
a conflict of opinion, as 
to render it impos 
sible to conjecture, with any certainty, on 
w h i ^ side the majority is. 
Surely 
if the 
pause for refl' CIKMI, intended by the 
wise 
authors of the constitution, by referring the 
subji ct back to Cungress for recou^iideru- 
lion be ever expedient and necessary, it is 
precisely t>uch a cas« as the present. 


On the subject of distributing the proceeds 
vf the sales ul the public lands, in the exis- 
ting sta'.e of the 
finances, 
it has been my 
duty 10 make known my settled convictions 
on various occasions during tho present ses- 
sion I f Congress. At the opening uf the ex ra 
session upwards of twelve months ag-o, shar- 
ing fully in ihe general hope of returning pros- 
perity and credit,! recommended such u dis 
iribution; but tbut recommendation was even 
then expre8:^ly cuupled 
with the condition 
that the duties on impu/i^ should not exceed 
the rate of 20 per cent, provided by the com- 
oromise act of 1833. 
T h e s e hopes 
were 
not a little encouraged and the views str^pgfh- 
ened by the rept>ri of Mr. Ewing, then 
See- 
retary of the treasury, which 
was shortly 
thereafter laid before Congress, in wnich he 
recommended the imposition ut duties at the 
rate of 20 per cent, ad valorem on aU free 
articles, with specified exceptions, and sta-» 
led,'if this measure be adupted, there will 
be received in the Treasury from 
customs, 
in tho last quarter of the present year, (1841,) 
$5,300,000; in all of the year 1842, ubuut 
$22,500,000; and in the year 1S43, 
aftci 
the final reduction under the act of Match 2, 
1843, about $ 2 0 , 0 0 0 , 0 0 0 ; " and adds, 'it is 
believed that after the heavy expi udilure re- 
q'lired by the public service in the present 
year shall have been provided for, the revé» 
nue which will accrue from 'hat ur a nearly 
proximate rate of duty, will be sufficient to 
defray the expenses ol the Government, and 
leave a surplus t^ be annually applied tu the 
gradual paymeut of the National Debt, leav 
tag the proceeds of the public lands to be 
disposed (•( as Congress shall see 
fit.'

was most happy that congress, at that 
time 
seemed entirely to concur in the recommen- 
dations of the executive, and 
anticipating 
the correctness of the Secretary's conclusions 
and in view of an actual surplus passed the 
Distribution act of the 4th of September last, 
wisely limiting its operation by two 
condi.. 
tions, having reference, both of them, tu a 
possible slate of the Treasury, different from

T h e s e opinions were 
communicated in advanòe of a n y définitive 
aciiun'fti Conigféss CO the sObjebt eitber ol 
the tariff or land sales, under a high sense of 
public duly^ and in compbance wiih an ex- 
press injunction eif the Constitmioa^iio ibai 
if a collision, extremely lò be deprecated as 
sucb collisions alway« are, bas '«fémiiigly 
a r i ^ n between rbe ËxecultVe and L4>gÌ8la'- 
live brancbee of tbo (Bovemmeoi, it has as- 
suredly Qol been owing to any capricious in> 
terference, or to any want of a plain and 
frank decluration of opinion on thè part oflbe 
former. 
Congiess differed in its views wiih 
those of the Kxecuitve, 
il had undoubted 
ly a tight to do, and passed a bill virtually 
for a time repealini; the proviso of the act 
of 4th September, 1841. 
T h e bill was re- 
turned to the House in which it 
originated, 
with my objections to its becoming a law.— 
Wiih a vitw to prevent, if possible, an open 
disagreement of opioiun tm a point no impor 
tant, I look occasion to declare that I regar- 
ded it as an indispensable pre<requisite to an 
increase of duties above 20 per cent, that 
the act of the 4th September should 
remain 
uniepealed in its provisions. 
My 
reasons 
for that opinion were elaborately set forth in 
the tressage which accompanied (he return 
of the bill—which no Constitutional majority 
appears to have 
been found for passing into 
a law. 


T h e bill which is now before me 
propo 
ses in its 27ih section, the total repeal oi 
one oi the provisos in the act of September, 
dnd while it incieases the duties above 
20 
pt-r cent, directs an unconditional distribution 
of the land proceeds. 
I am «herefore snb 
jected a second time, in lite perioo of a few 
days to the necessity of either giving rny ap- 
proval to a measure which, in my deliberute 
judgment, is in 
rouflict 
with gieat 
public 
interests, or of returning it (o ihe flouse in 
which il origiîiated, with my objections — 
With all my anxi» ty for the pusfage of a 
law which 
would 
replenish an exhuustcd 
Treasury, and lurntsh a sound and 
healihy 
encouragement 
to mechanical industry, 1 
cannot consent to do so at the sacrifice of 
ll)c peace and hurmony ofthe country, and 
the clearest convictions ot public duty. 


For some ofthe tea oris which have brought 
me to this conclusion. I refer to my previous 
Messages to Congress, and briefly subj»)in 
the foiiowing: — 


1. T h e bill unites two subjects, which so 
far ir yrn having any affinity to ono another, 
are wholiv incongruous in their character.— 
It is both a revenu? and an appropriation bill. 
It thus imposes on tne Execuiivu. in the first 
place, the necessity of eitiief -ipproving thiil 
v\hich he would reject, or rejectujg ifaat which 
he might otherwise approve. 
This i« »spe- 
cies cf constraint to which the judgment of 
the Executive ought not, in my opinion, to 
be subjected. 
But that is n<»t my only ob 
jection to the act in its present form. 
T h e 
union of subjects wholly dissimilar 
in their 
character in the same bill, if it grew into a 
practice, would not fail to lead 1») consequen 
ces destructive of all wise and conscientious 
legislation. 
Various mea.sures, each agree- 
able only to a binali minority, might, by be- 
ing thus united, and the more the greater 
chance of success, lead to the passing of laws 
of which no single provision could, if stand 
ing alone, command a majority in its fuvor. 


2. While the Treasury is in a state of ex- 
treme embarrassment, requiring every dollar 
which it can make available, an J when the 
Government has noi only to lay additional 
taxes, but to borrow money to meet press- 
ing demands, the bill propost^s to give away 
a fruitful source of revenue—«hich is the 
same thing as raising money by loan and 
taxation—not to meet the wants of the Gov 
ernment, but lor c!i.-tributio,i, a proceeding 
which I must regard as highly impolitic, if

L e t it a l w b e remarked, that $6,600.000 
of the public debt become 
redeeinable in 
aboui two ^ e a r a and a half, wbicb, at any 
sacrifice, mtist be met, while ihe Treasury 
always liable toifemands for ibe paymejit of 
oulslatuling Treasury notes. 
Such is the 
gloomy pwiure which our 
financial 
Depart- 
ment now presrnts, and which calls for t l ^ 
exercise of ^i rigid eronomy in .the 
public 
expenditures, and the rendering available o f 
ull the means within the control 6Í the Gov- 
ernment. 
1 most respectfully submit, wheth- 
er this is a lime to give away the proceeds of 
laiid sales, when tho public lands constitute 
a tund which, of all others, may be 
maue 
most useful in ^ustuinin» the public credit. 
Can the Government be generous and mu- 
n.-ficent to other», when every dollar it can 
command is 
necessary to supply its own 
wants? 
And if Congress would not hesita'.« 
to suffer the provisions of the act of 4 th of 
September last to retnain unrepealed in case 
the country was involved in war, is not the 
necessity for such a course now just as im- 
imperative as it would be then? 


3. A third objection remains to be urged, 
which would be sufficient, in itself, to induce 
me 10 return the bill lo the House wiih 
my 
onjections. 
By uniting two subjects so in' 
congruous as Tariff and Dislribulion, it in- 
evitably makes the fate uf the one dependent 
upon that o( the other in future contests ol 
party. 
Can any thing be more fatal to the 
merchant or manuiacturer than such an alli 
mce? 
What Ihey most of all require, is a 
system of moderate duties, so arranged 
as 
to withdraw tiio Tar.ff question, as lar a- 
possible, completely from the arena of po 
liticnl contention. 
Their chief want is per- 
manency and stability. Such an increase oí 
Tariff. 1 believe l o b e necessary, in order t«» 
meet the econo.'iiicai expenditures of Govern- 
ineul. 
Such an mci case. inade lu the spirii 
f modération and judicious 
discrimination, 
woiiid, 1 have no doubt, be entirely sali»;fuc-" 
lory to the grjal majority o f t h e 
American 
people. 
In the way of 
accomplishing a 
measure so salutaiy and so iuiperaiivt-ly de 
manded by every public interest, tlie 
Legis 
lative department 
will nieel with a cordial 
co«o()eralion on the part 
of the Executive. 
This is all that the njanufacturer can desire, 
and it would be a burden readily boine 
by 
(he people. 
Bot I cannot íoo earnestly rc 
peal, that in order to be beneficial it must 
be permanenl, it must comtnand general ac- 
quiescence. 
But can sucb permanency 
be 
justly hoped for, if ihe Tariff question be 
coupled with that of distribution, as to which 
a serious conflict of opinion exists among the 
States and the people, which enlists in its 
support a bare majority, if indeed there be a 
majority ol the two hoyses of 
Congress?— 
Whaí permanency or smbtlity can attach to 
a measuit; which, warring upon 
itselt', gives 
away a fiuitful fiource of revenue at the mo- 
ment it proposes a large increase of 
taxes 
üiithepeopl»? 
Is the inanufacturer prepa 
red 
to stake 
himself 
and 
his 
interests 
upon such an issui ? 


I know thai it is urged, 
but most 
erro- 
neou>ly, 
in 
my 
opinon, 
that 
instabili- 
ty is just 
as apt to be produced 
by 
re- 
laidiiig the public lands a source of revenue, 
as from any other cause, and ihi-i is as- 
cribed to a constan! fluctudîioD, as it is said 
m the amount of sale.«. 
If there wer^ any 
thing in (his objection, it equally applies 
to 
every imposition of doties on import.s.

So great is the 
depression of trade, that even if the present 
bill were lo become a law, and, prove to be 


great variety efother circumstances are con- 
stantly arising to aiT cl the slate ol com- 
merce, foreign and domestic, and of conse 
quence the revenue levied 
uoon it. 
T h e 
.sales of Ihe public domain inordinary times 
are regulated by 
fixed

have 
their ba^is in a demand increasing only in 
the ratio of the increase of population. 
In 
recurring to the statistics connected 
with 
this subject, it will be perceived that, for a 
period o f t e n years preceeding 1834, tho av- 
erage amount of land sales did 
not exceed 
$2,000,000. 


For the 
increase 
which look place 
in 
1834, 5, and 6, we are to look to that pecu- 
liar coiiditioh o f t h e country which grew out 
of one of the most exiraordmary exciti meiit.s 
in business and speculations, that have ever 
occurred in the history 
of commerce 
and 
currency. 
It was the fruit of a wild .«pirit 
of adventure, en^iendered by a vicious 
sys- 
tem of credits, under the evils of which the 
country is still laboring and which it is fond 
ly hoped will not soon recur.

To regiUatb Foreign 
Merchants. 


Sec. 1. Beit ordained by the Common Covneil of 
the City of Fort Wayne, That all retailers of for- 
eign and domestic goods or groceries, who have 
not paid a state and county tax, or who have not 
been assessed for the purpose of taxing as above 
shall pay into the city Treasury, for tbe use 
of said city, at the rate of fifty cents 
on the 
hundred dollars valuation of their respective 
stocks in trade: 
Protided, that no person or 
persons shall pay for less than six months, pro 
rata, of the above sj-fcified rate of taxation. 


2. Should the owner or owners of such goods

The excitement, in and about the Herald 
Buildingf>, was tremendous during the whole 
afternoon. 
In Wall street, the grea'. gun of 
^le Cajjtain fell upon the rasca(s and specu- 
lators there, like "an ftvalanch, of lire and 
brimstone from the regions not to be named. 
In the Park, and through all the populur sec- 
tions of :he city, where the working men 
'most do congregate' it was received like a 
fresh revelation from heaven—ii pre'sajre of 
beUer times and purer morals. 
Towards 
night the crowds met spontaneously in the 
Park, and opposite Tammany Hall to the 
extent of mffny thousands. 
The big guns 
were brought out, and twenty Jive were fired 
offat the first breath lor ihe three first Ve- 
toes. 
A gentli man named E. £ . 
Camp, 
Esq. connected with Ihis ofiice, who had an 
extra iu his hand, was caught by the popu- 
lace, compelled to mount one of the guns, 
and there to read the messdge to the thick- 
ening crowds.
